Civil Defence Rules 
For Rural Residents 


| Rural residents of Alberta must 
| be prepared to play a major role in 
; the evacuation and care of refugees 
|} from bomb-stricken areas, Air Vice 
Marshal G.R. Howsam, Provincial 
Defence Co-ordinator said recently. 
| He said the people of rural muni- 
'cipalities and towns had done an 
; “outstanding job” caring for evac- 
uees from the Manitoba flood areas 
and deserving the highest praise for 
the work they had done, 

The Air Marshal said that rural 
residents had other duties in addi- 
tion to that of caring for refugees, 
‘They must prepare to protect their 
persons and their property against 
air attack and to guard against 
) bacteriological attack. 
| ‘The safest place for Alberta farm- 
ers to take shelter during an air 
attack Would be the cellar or root 
cellar, It appeared “extremely un- 
unlikely” that atomic bombs would 
be dropped near farms but if an 
atomic bomb exploded on or near 
a farm, some of the farmers crops 
would be flattened or burnt. Fruit 
and vegetables’ stored in cellars 
would be safe from radioactivity. 

“This talk of A-bombs dooming 
the earth is nonsense,” the co-or-

Once ridged, new | |} 
snow and blowing snow fills the |} 
spaced between the ridges, and 
stays there until it melts in the 
|spring. The moisture from this ex- 
ltra snow has given these farmers 
| some increase in yield. 


Snow ridging is done mainly on 
fall plowed or tilled land and on 
summerfallow land that would or- 
dinarily blow clean without the pro- 
} tection of the snow ridges, It is con- 
| sidered best to make these ridges at 
|right angles to the direction of the 
prevailing winter storms, The ridges 
will serve their purpose best if 
;}made about 75 feet apart or less. 

Any field that has snow to the 
depth of one foot or more is sure to 
have the necessary moisture to get 
the crops away to a good start in 
the spring.
